5. In additien, the press reports the functions of the new Jefanse 
Ministry to include the general apportionment of available Yedources, the 
framing of a general policy for research and development, the correlation of 
production programs, and the seitlement of questions of general administration 
whers a common policy for the three services is desirable.
